DEDDINGTON AND DISTRICT HISTORY SOCIETY The society’s February meeting again drew 
a full house for a lecture by Dr John Blair on The Anglo-Saxon Cherwell Valley. By comparison with the 
Thames Valley, the Cherwell Valley has received relatively little attention from archaeologists and 
historians. That may be something we can begin to redress and Dr Blair outlined a number of possibilities 
for research. We heard to our astonishment that this area is rich in early saints’ lives, and we shall long 
cherish the brief but eventful life of St Rumwold who, at the moment of his birth, declared his Christian 
faith, then preached a sermon before dying at the age of three days having arranged to be buried in three 
successive places. Dr Blair skilfully demonstrated how such folk stories could contain important kernels 
of factual information. The outrageous story of St Freomund of Cropredy will have to wait for another 
time.

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Here we go again! Lambing has started a week early with one GP 28. is 
or two problem cases. The main ‘fall’ should start soon and then a aa 
it will be all hands to the pump 24 hours a day and the routine of the lambing shed will 
take over the whole of our farming scene for a few weeks. The ewes have been inside 
since before Christmas and look very well. Most seem to be ‘springing’ well (the udder 
filling out) so | hope that they will have enough milk and that we do not get a repeat 
of last year's Easter flood which caused a lot of problems for the ewes and lambs and 
delayed the start of our marketing season by some 6 weeks just as the prices hit the 
floor and stayed there. We feed the ewes on an 18% protein cake and good hay with 
glucose blocks in each pen just in case one or two are not getting enough energy out of 
the food. To date we have lost 4 ewes: 2 with pneumonia, 1 to pregnancy toxaemia and 
1 to a prolapse of the uterus which went into toxic shock. Each year we get a few 
cases of prolapse but most go back with no further complications. Just what the future 
holds for the British sheep industry nobody can say. | threw my crystal ball at an advert 
for NZ lamb. If the British public wants to see sheep grazing in the lush British country- 
side, they should take note of the old adage ‘if you don't want to lose it use it’, or in 
this case eat it! 

Despite being flooded or having wet feet for most of the winter the crops on the whole 
look very well with just a few bare patches here and there and it will soon be time to 
put on the first dressing of spring fertilizer. The winter beans have survived and look 
quite promising. At the time of writing we are still waiting for the ground to be dry 
enough to plant the spring beans. 

The other day | was asked if any of my crops were GM crops. The answer is NO. There 
are too many unanswered questions and too much media hype to make a balanced 
judgement. Crops have been genetically modifying themselves since time began and 
nature has always kept a balance. Sadly we are all too well aware of what happens 
when company scientists start to meddie, but what really starts the alarm bell ringing for 
me is when the same best scientific advice that gave us BSE is now telling us GM crops 
are safe to eat. The question they will not or cannot answer is, are these altered genes 


safe for the environment or are we one step closer to the Day of the Triffids?

From Roman times onward, mapmakers have used colour to convey information. 

Each feature was “coloured according to the nature of it" (anon, 1701). The sea was 
usually green, rivers and lakes blue or green, woodland a darker green, roads and rooftops red. To this 
day, pretty much the same colour-coding is universally accepted - blue for water, green for woodland 
and so on. 

Many of those early colour maps were also very decorative, but that was not the purpose of the 
colouration. It was only in the late Middle Ages that colour was used deliberately for decorative effect, 
the map-makers copying the techniques of the manuscript illuminators. By the 16th century, map selling 
had become a trade in its own right, with coloured copies fetching double the price of plain ones. 

The task of the Map Group, and especially of the cartographic team led by Peter Terry, is to combine 
accurate information with attractive presentation, so that the Master Millennium Map will be the first, 
large scale, authentic, decorative map of the entire parish. Poster-size and postcard-size versions, in 
full colour, will be on sale during the year 2000. NORMAN STONE 338019

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for February !849: 

13th FEBRUARY - Went to a Turnpike meeting at North Aston, 9 trustees present. Mr. 
Saunder's conduct as Surveyor was censured and he was given to understand that at the 
expiration of his present contract a new one would be appointed. 

14th FEBRUARY - | had a long talk with |. Calcutt about a coalhouse for the Parish - and the 
new schools intended to be built - by Mr. Brogden and his friends. Calcutt was asked by Mr. 
B. to subscribe towards them but declined. 

17th FEBRUARY - | called and sat an hour with Mrs. Field who mentioned Mr. Brogden's 
conduct to her husband ~ of which | had heard and saw corroborated in a note from Mr. B. to 
Mr. F. announcing his intention of not re-electing him as his Church warden. Rbt. Franklin 
brought the plan and estimate for the new Parish coal house. 

19th FEBRUARY - | called on Mr. Field and hada conversation with him about the coalhouse 
intended to be built for the Parish use - he promised to ask Sir T. Cartwright for a piece of 
ground on Goose Green wheron to build it - at my request. | called also on Mr. Philpots again 
who promised to give his mite towards it - as did J. Poulton, W. Dean, W. Sturch and |. 
Calcutt. | also proposed to partition off the front of the Town Hall for an Engine House. 

20th FEBRUARY - A woman named Jackson of this place came again to ask me to go and 
read prayers by her brother - she having some days since applied to Mr. Brogden and he had 
not seen him yet - I said | would call upon him with Mr. Brogden's permission. 

21st FEBRUARY - Mrs. Jackson came to say Mr. Brogden saw her brother last night for the 
first time - who said with reference to her brother's wish to see me to read prayers by him - 
that she or he might ask whomsoever they pleased to see him - provided they did not 
interfere with his office. 

26th FEBRUARY - Saw poor Widow Cross again who was not so well - she repeated what she 
had told me before about her having sent for Mr. Brogden 3 weeks ago and his not having yet 
seen her. Mr. Field said Sir T. Cartwright had given the Parish a piece of ground to build a 
coalhouse upon ~ on Goose Green at the bottom ~ Sir Thomas went and inspected it with Mr. 
Field.

THE 50 TOP TUNES OF THE CENTURY (Formerly known as TRIVIA for CHRISTMAS) 
(Your choices have been flocking (on Wings of a Dove ?) to the Editor’s kitchen. John Cresswell’s letter 
gives an overview and underlines what Noel Coward called the potency of popular music. John has chosen 
24 individual titles which, for space reasons, won’t appear until April.) 

Dear Editor, 

What a teaser you pose! As Pofessor Joad would have said,’It depends what you mean’ by the most 
memorable popular songs. Angela and Norman Stone’s list is a good start. But what of the Edwardian 
ballads ? 1 only have to hear Lehar’s ‘Merry Widow’ (1905) and it stays in my mind. What of the 
marching songs of W.W.1 and music hall classics like ‘Lily of Laguna’? These predated the wireless 
and gramophone, their popularity depending on melody and meaningful words. 

Jerome Ker’s ‘Showboat’ (Paul Robeson with ‘Ol’ Man River’) opened on Broadway in 1927, the 
same year as Al Jolson in ‘The Jazz Singer’. Most of us by then had a wireless set, with heavy batteries 
that needed recharging, and perhaps a gramophone - Woolworth’s records cost 6d ! Over the next 
decade or so Kern, Gershwin, Irving Berlin, Cole Porter, Rogers and Hart and our own Ivor Novello 
and Noel Coward, wrote a profusion of popular songs for stars to sing and newspaper boys like me to 
imitate. ; 

Then there were The Boswell Sisters, Fred Astaire, the great Bing himself, Al Bowley, Sam Brown and 
Elsie Carlisle (“Miss Otis Regrets...’) providing unmistakable voices, still recognisable today. 

Still to come were the best of Sinatra, Vera Lynn, the great musicals, ‘Oklahoma’, ‘Carousel’, ‘South 
Pacific’, ‘Evita’. And I haven’t even mentioned ‘Our Gracie’ with her evergreen ‘Sally’, Shame on me ! 
Yours nostalgically and ‘Thanks for the Memory’, John Cresswell. 
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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
In the summer of 1998 fourteen carefully-bound volumes of Parish and Deanery Magazines , 1879- 
1930, were discovered in S/S Peter and Paul Church. With the permission of the Churchwardens and 
PCC I shall select information from their yellowing pages which I hope will interest Parishioners 
preparing for the Millennium. 

How did those who populated Deddington one hundred and more years ago perceive the step into the 
20th Century ? Did they prepare for and greet the year 1900 with enthusiasm ? Only a potted version of 
what was written in an age before the ‘Rat Race’ is possible, but I’ll try my hardest to catch the spirit of 
the times. 

The Deddington Parish Magazine was started in 1879 by the Revd. Thomas Boniface. He served 
the Parish for nearly half a century (1878-1924) and only resigned owing to advanced old age. Until 
December 1892 Deddington went it alone with their monthly magazine, which cost twopence. From 
January 1893 many local Parishes pooled their news ina monthly Deanery Magazine. This the Revd. 
Boniface introduces as having the advantages of: 1) Showing the unity of faith and action between 
Churches. 2) Showing what goes on in other Parishes. 3) Costing only one penny and thereby 
increasing circulation (excellent sales talk even 100 years on). 

Thus far the introduction. Next month I hope to begin to browse through the year 1899.
